LEAD: " SECSTATE VANCE MET TODAY WITH DEPPREMIER TENG AND 
HOPED TO GET DOWN TO CHIEF BUSINESS OF HIS TRIP TO CHINA, 
CLOSER RELATIONS BETWEEN US AND CHINESE GOVERNMENTS." 

OTHER POINTS: 

- US SPOKESMAN SAID TALKS NOW WILL MOVE AT ACCELERATED 
RATE.

- VANCE VISIT UP TO NOW HAS BEEN LOW-KEY. 

- HUA STATEMENT APPEARS DESIGNED TO ANSWER ALBANIAN

LEAD: "CHINA'S RECEPTION OF SECSTATE VANCE, WARMED ABRUPTLY 
YESTERDAY AFTER HE PRESENTED AMERICAN PROPOSALS FOR IM- 
PROVING RELATIONS BETWEEN THE TWO COUNTRIES." 

OTHER POINTS: 

- "BY LAST NIGHT TREATMENT THAT HAD BEEN MERELY CORRECT 
FOR TWO DAYS BECAME DEMONSTRATIVELY FRIENDLY." US OFFI- 
CIALS SAID VANCE WILL NEGOTIATE WEDNESDAY WITH TENG, WHO 
ALSO INVITED SEC TO DINNER AT SUMMER PALACE. 
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- WHAT VANCE TOLD HUA TUESDAY NOT MADE PUBLIC, BUT IT WAS 
KNOWN TO INCLUDE US THOUGHTS ON HOW TO EVADE OBSTACLES TO 
NORMALIZATION. PRINCIPAL OBSTACLE IS TAIWAN, AND US WOULD 
LIKE ASSURANCE FROM PRC THAT IT WOULD NOT TRY TO REGAIN 
TAIWAN BY FORCE. 

- SO FAR, VANCE HAS MET WITH HUANG. TENG WILL PRESUMABLY 
PRESENT CHINESE RESPONSE TO US IDEAS. 

- PRC HAS BEEN UNWAVERING IN ITS CLAIM TO TAIWAN. US 
OFFICIALS EXPECT NO PUBLIC CHANGE; AT MOST, THEY HOPE FOR 
SIGNALS THAT CAN BE DEVELOPED INTO FUTURE ACTION. IF 
TENG AND HUA ARE AS PRAGMATIC AS THEY SOUND, THEY MAY 
UNCLASSIFIED
